IED ON LITTLE FOOD 


Belleved Widow in Midocean 
Knows of Explorer’s Death 
at South Pole, 


The Tribune herewith presents the 
second installment of the thrilling 
story of the disastrous South Pole 
expedition headed by Capt. Scott, 
who lost his life after achieving his 
guest. 

A word of explanation as te how 
The Tribune was enabled to print the 
details of the fatal homeward journey 
from the pole and the last entries in 
Capt. Scott’s diary may be of interest. 

In accordance with arrangernents 
made between Capt. Scott, The New 
York Times and the Chicago Tribune, 
the exclusive personal story of the e 
pedition written by Capt. Scott was to 
be wired to New York at the first cable 
station reached on the journey back 
fe civilization. Capt. Scott perished 
but his word was made good by Lieut. 
Frans, the second in command. 

When the Terra Nova was off Oamaru, 
New Zealand, on Monday night two 
officers rowed ashore. They refused 
to give their names and kept the 
wiwidst secrecy ag t6 their errand. 
‘They filed some brief telegrame and 
then took a train for Christ Church, 
from which point The Tribune’s 
stories were cabled. 

Capt. Scott's pledge was still bind- 
ing and these two men remained 
silent. The people of Christ Church 
knew they were from Scott's ship and 
it was thought one of the taciturn 
men was Scott himself. Monday 
night the New Zealand city was greatly 
excited by the story of his triamph in 
reaching the pole. It was only at 
sight o’clock on Tuesday morning that 
a brief cablegram from London told of 
the disaster. Even at this hour the 
details of the disaster, printed in The 
Tribune yesterday, are unknown in 
New Zealand.

AUTO BANDIT GANG 
NO. 2 CAPTURED 


Detectives Reverse Procedure 
and Hold Up Trio on Train 
as Passengers Flee. 


ARREST IN LOOP STATION 


Robbery of Pay Car Planned Today 
at Joliet Foiled by Action of 
Schusttler's Men. 


Auto bandit gang No. 2. imitators of the 
original Perry, Webb & Co., has ended its 
brief but spectacular career. Three mem- 
bers of the gang were deprived of a hand 
grip full of deadly weapons and locked in 
small police cells last night by Schuettler’s 
men. The coup was called one of the pret- 
tiest pieces of detective work of the year by 
the assistant chief, whose praise is sparing 
and therefore highly valued. 


Here Is the Story, 

At II o'clock on Monday night auto bandit 
gang No. 2 wound up a dizzy imitation of the 
original stunts of Perry, Webb & Co. They 
stole a limousine, dashed through the south 
side, and held up four saloons within two 
hours. At each of the places they prefaced 
their demands for money by announcing: 

Stick up your hands and meet Mr, Wedd 
and Mr. Trilby Thompson. 

At midnight Assistant Chief Schuettler 
rounded up Detective Nick Burwick of the 
gambling squad and some of his companions. 

Go ͤ out after those fellers,”’ said Schuet- 
ler. Get em. Don't come back till you 
do.“ 

“ Not tomorrow?” 

No, never. If you don’t get em you needn't 
come back.“ 


Burwick Stumbles on Red Head. 

The detectives went out. For seven long 
hours they worked, from midnight until! 7 
o’clock in the morning, without a bit of luck. 
Then Burwick stumbled across something. 
It was a young man with red hair. He was 
smoking a 5 cent cigar bearing the yellow 
red label and the brand Union Delight.” 

Mr. Burwick grew dap. In. his veat 
pocket was another cigar of the same brand. 

It was similar to the cigars in a box the 
bandiks had taken from the last saloon they 
robbed the night before. 

Detective Burwick stuck to the trail of the 
red haired man with the 5 cent cigar from 7 
o'clock in the morning until 5 o'clock in the 
evening. During that time he bought a cap 
in exchange for his derby, a soft hat in ex- 
change for the cap, and two mufflers to effect 
disguises. 


Winds Up at La Salle Street. 

At 5 o’clock he wound up at La Salle street 
station. His man had bought a tcket to 
Joliet and taken a seat. Burwick went to the 
telephone and notified his detective com- 
panions to join him. 

Burwick took a seat behind Ris man. Soon 

a second, then a third young man entered the 
depot and bought tickets to JolMet. One of 
them had a Small leather bag. In the bag 
were four big blue revolvers, The detective 
heard me three men joke about how easily 
they had put over their auto robberies the 
night before. 

At 7:40 o'clock the three men, one by one, 
got up and boarded the passenger coach of 
a Rock Island train. Burwick watched them 
enter. Then he beckoned his men. There 
were five of them—Etchingham, Albdle, 
O'Neill. Kirker, and Geeperick. Three of 
them took the front end of the car. Three 
took the rear entrance. 


Commuters Get Surprize. 

The commuters in the passenger car of the 
7:45 Rock Island train for Joliet opened. their 
papers and settled back in their seats. 

Suddenly the doors at each end of the coach 
opened and three large men stepped inside. 
The burly intruders drew revoivers. One 
man remained at each door, while two ad- 
vanced to the center of the car from either 
end. 

The men trained revolvers on the three 
occupants of a double seat. They cautioned 
the men in the seat that a move on their part 
would bring a bullet. Mutely obeying, the 
trio Mfted their hands high. 

Passengers were panic stricken. Many 
pushed by the men and ran through the 
doors. Some opened windows and crawled 
out. Those who escaped brought station 
masters and porters to the coach. 

The three young men in the seats joined 
in the cries of the panic stricken passengers. 
They said they were being robbed—held up. 
They called upon passengers to come to their 
assistance. The men with the revolvers paid 
no attention to their cries. 

A snap of steel locks wae the signal for 
the armed men to pocket their weapons 
The three occupants of the double seat stood 
up, each securely handcuffed to the wrist of 
a detective. 


Prisoners Make Admissions, 

The police announced last night that the 
prisoners had made admissions tending to 
show they were the Webb Pretenders” 
and further show that they were on their 
way to Joliet, II., to rob a pay car today, 
when they were captured. The leader of the 
trio is what the police calla dead ringer 
for Webb and this resemblance in descrip- 
tion led the police to designate him as the 
impersonator of Webb in the saloon holdups. 
They gave the follow names: 


Harry Carlson, designated as the man 
who in the holdups generously returned 
the watches and keepsakes of his victims. 

“George De Lee, impersonator of 
Webb. 

James O'Neill, tallest of the Webb Pre- 
tenders, impersonator of Trilby Thompson, 
and the highwayman who was lookout dur. 
ing the robberies, 

The handcuffed prisoners, after being ex- 
amined separately by Schuettier. were taken 
on a tour of identification to the four saloone 
on the south side where the victims of the 
“Webb Pretenders viewed them. 

Claude Rose, confessed driver of the auto 
bandit car which bore Webb, Merlane, and 
Perry, was arraigned before Municipal Judge 
Scully, and his hearing was continued until 
Feb. 21. 
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FIRST WARD FRAUD 


Crosses for Hoyne in Different 
Handwriting than That 
of Elector. 


BALDWIN ORDERS PROBE. 


William A. Cunnea, Soolalist candidate for 
state's attorney, in @ partial recount of the 
First ward yesterday, crept closer to the 
office to which Maciay Horus was declared 
elected. 

Mr. Cunnea's net gain for the day was 127 
votes over the ballots credited to him in the 
official canrvess. This is approximately 12 
per cent. If thie increase should be mein- 
tained throughout the county Ounnea would 
unseat Hoyne. 

Adding the dae ga to the net gain made 
in the four wards previously recounted, Mr. 
Cunnea is now 1.204 votes better off than he 
was before the contest waa inetituted. These 
figures may be increased by sixty-six votes 
in the Twenty-eighth precinct of the Second 
ward and 285 votes in two rejected precincts 
of the First ward. 

Judge Throws Out Two Precincts. 

Indications of reckless frauds in Hoyne’s 
behalf caused Circuit Judge Jesse Baldwin, 
before whom the recoum is being conducted, 
to throw out, for the time being at least, the 
Tenth and Twenty-third precincts of the 
First ward, the bailfwick of “ Hinky Dink 
and Bathhouse John.“ 

The Tenth te a lodging house precinct, while 
the Twenty-third comprises the major part 
of the former segregated district. The boun- 
daries of the latter precinct are Twenty-first 
and Twenty-second streets, Webash and Ar- 
mour avenues. Almost every houge in the 
precinct formerly was occupied as a resort or 
questionable hotel. 

Election Board Orders Inquiry. 

A rigid investigation has been ordered by 
the board of election commissioners into 
the disclosures in these precincts. Agents 
of the board have been assigned to ascertain 
to what extent fraud was practiced in the 
election returns. 

During the recount it was apparent that 
straight votes of other parties than the Dem- 
ocratic party were marked with a cross in 
front of Hoyne’s name. The mark seem- 
ingly was different than that made by the 
voter to designate his choice of other candi- 
dates. Twenty-six such ballots were found 
in the Tenth precinct and twenty-two in the 
Twenty-third precinct. 

After inspecting the suspicious ballots 
Judge Baldwin ordered that the entire vote 
of the two precincts be held up. He an- 
nounced that he would decide on the ultimate 
disposition of these precincts should the re- 
count subsequentiy develop their meteriality 
to the result. 

Precinct Judges to Be Quizzed. 
The judges and clerks of the two precincts 
in the meantime will be summoned before the 
election board and closely questioned re- 
garding the cies. This hearing is 
set for tomorrow 

During the day the canvassers, working 
under the watchful supervision of court of- 
ficere and representatives of the rival can- 
didates. completed the inspection of thirty-. 
three precincts in the First ward. Cunnes 
gained 84 and Hoyne lost 43. Lewis Rinaker, 
Republican candidate, lost 42. 


The recount will be resumed tomorrow in 


the office of the election commissioners. No 
session of the canvaseing force will be held 
today, a legal holiday.

Federals Have Four Divisions. 

The government troops approached from 
four directions—Gen. Angeles from the west, 
Gen. Gauz from the north, Gen. Maas from 
the south, and Gen. Delgado from the east. 
Toward the end of the battle they were 
crowded close together, and from his posi- 
tion in San Diego street Gen. Gauz sent 
hundreds of solid shot against the arsenal, 
ene corner of which was destroyed. 

Early in the action Gen. Diaz saw to it 
that his men held their fire. The quantity of 

unition, both for the big and the light 
armes used by the federale, was far greater 
than by the rebels. Apparently the less 
frequent fire from the rebel positions was 
more effective, and calculations tonight are 
that the rebel loss in killed and wounded was 
considerably smaller than that of the gov- 
ernment. 

The cannon of the federals were eventually 
silenced by the rebels, but the extent of the 
damage to the rebel artillery is not known 
outside their own lines. 

The streets in which the fighting occurred 
present a dilapidated appearance. One of 
the buildings which suffered most is that 
im which the American consulate general was 
located and from which the consul and his 
staff were forced to flee. 

Ambulances of the Red and White Cross 
were éarly seen whirling away from the fed- 
eral rear with loads of wounded, many of 
whom were citizens, including boys and 
women. 


Madero Sees Victory Today. 

Ernesto Madero said the showing made and 
the temper of the federals were entirely 
satisfactory. 

We hardly expect to dislodge Diaz to- 
day, he said, since his position is wel! 
fortified, but we have sufficient forces and 
elements of war to succeed, and cannot fail 
to do so. Gen. Aureliano Blanquet is not 
here, and is not coming, probably because he 
is needed to control the Zapatista forces, 
who might otherwise improve the opportu- 
nity to enter the city. We now have 4,000 
men, and more available if necessary, with 
plenty of artlllery.“ 

suppose, commented the president late 
this afternoon, that by tomorrow we will 
be ready to make a final advance. In the 
meantime more and more troops are coming 
in from outside the city. We have now more 
than the number we consider necessary to 
subdue the rebels. 

The most serious loss sustained among 
the federals was the death of Col. Castillo. 
ar. efficient officer, who was shot near the 
Young Men's Christian Association build- 
ing while leading a reconnoitering party. 


Federal Troops Attack Arsenal. 

The federal assault on the rebels fortified 
in and around the arsenal began at 10:15 
clock in the morning. 

All through the night federal commanders 
were placing their men in position. Twenty 
cannon, some of heavy caliber, had been 
brought in from the outlying districts. Ru- 
rales were engaged in transporting ammuni- 
tion. 

From above the captured arsenal Gen. Felix 
Diaz floated his red flag of defiance. The reb- 
els appeared not less ready for battle than 
the federals. Orders were issued to the de- 
tachments guarding all approaches to the 
arsenal to retire on the appearance of any 
armed force. 

But Diaz did not rely entirely on his forces 
in the arsenal district. He detached a few 
hundred mem with artillery to a point in the 
northwest ofthe city. These guns dominated 
Chapultepec, but instead of shelling the old 
castie they were held in readiness to strike 
the federale in the flank or rear. 


Americans Warned from Zone. 

The American ambassador, Henry Lane 
Wilson, published a warning to all Ameri- 
cans, urging them not to go unnecessarily 
into the danger zone. From hundreds of 
buildings floated the flags of foreign nations, 
and early in the day a crowd of foreigners 
congregated in the cable office, sending re- 
assuring messages to relatives and others 
abroad. 

Beyond that issued by the American am- 
bassador, practically no warning was given 
to noncombatants to retire to a place of 
safety. As a matter of fact, it was impos- 
sible to mark the limitations of the danger 
zone. As the battle proceeded shells in- 
tended for the enemy four blocks away often 
found lodgment in houses a mile or two miles 
distant. Rifle bullets flew. from the center 
to the circumference of the capital, making 
safety in any quarter only a relative term. 


Rebels Take Y. M. C. A. Building. 

Early in the morning Diaz appropriated the 
Young Men’s Christian association building, 
a seven story structure, less than two blocks 
from the arsenal. The foreigners were or- 
dered from their rooms and the dormitories 
supplanting the occupants with machine 
guns and squads of rifiemen. Soon from the 


zies. of automatics were pointed, later to 
be played with deadly effect on the ranks of 
the federals. 

To counter this position the federals placed 
men with rifles and other machine guns on 
the roofs of the adjoining lofty buildings, one 
post being a tall structure known as the Gere 
office building, whiie another building oc- 
cupied was the cable office. 

Although the rebels were not dislodged 
from the Young Men's Christian association 
building the steel and concrete structure 
Was perforated by bullets, shrapnel, and 
solid shot. 


Federals Hold the Alameda. 

The government mobilized its forces in the 
Alameda, the great central square of the 
city, but every approach to the streets lead- 
ing to the arsenal was covered by the rebel 
guns, 

Both sides virtually were ready when the 
firing began, but it is almost certain that the 
first shots which precipiteted the general 

Were accidertal. 
‘A Sroup of persons insisted upon cross‘ng a 
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the opposing forces shooting across only 
four blocks point blank. The federals at the 
north end of the line used a battery of guns 
brought from Cuernavaca. The extrimities 
of the dueling ground were defended by de- 
tachments of infantry and machine guns, 
whose rain of bullets swept the intervening 
space. . 


American Consulate Damaged. 

It was this engagement which resulted in 
damage to the American consulate general. 
The building stands at the intersection of 
PRalderas street and Avenida Juarez It suf- 
fered not more than some of the other build- 
ings, but bursting shells from the rebel posi- 
tions rendered the place untenable, and the 
consul general, Arnold Shanklin, and his 
staff, at the suggestion of Ambassador Wil- 
gon, evacuated the place and took refuge ip 
the embassy. Their escape from the building 
was accomplished at great risk. 

The assault against the rebel positions in 
this avenue was finally abandoned. 

A large contingent of rurales moved ammu- 
nition and participated in one disastrous 
charge prior to 2 o'clock. 


Rebels Mout Rurale Band. 

Gen. Huerta had ordered a flanking moye- 
ment down Bucareli street, the part of the 
rurales being to cover the placing of a bat- 
tery of guns. 

The rurales moved across an intersecting 
street, but before the guns could be run into 
position a heavy rifle fire swept through their 
ranks and they fell back in disorder. The ar- 
tillery failed to hold its position. 

Up to this time four attempts had been 

made to take by assault the position of the 
rebels, but the federals were repeatedly re- 
pulsed. Gen. Angeles found it necessary to 
shift bis position from time to time,’though 
without material loss. 
Gen. Diaz had further fortified his positions 
by digging trenches across. the streets and, 
nothwithstanding the rain of shrapnel, his 
losses were comparatively slight. 


Afternoon Battle Drawn. 

By early afternoon the rebels had extended 
their zone slightly, but this was more an ap- 
parent than a genuine advantage. Before 3 
o' clock it was reported that Diaz had forced 
forward from the arsenal a detachment east- 
ward along San Felipe Neri street towards 
the district to which the national palace is 
located. Thie movement, however, succeed- 
ed only for a short distance, and was then 
contested. 

About the middle of the afternoon Gen. An- 
geles moved a battery of artillery to the in- 
tersection of San Juan de Letran street and 
Independeneia avenue, where it opened a 
heavy fire on the rebels. This is one of the 
central business sectione of the city, about 
half a block from the American club, in which 
numerous Americans had congregated.

The 
insurance was reinvested in another store of 
the same kind on Perry avenue. This too, 
proved a falhure. 

Meanwhile Carstens and his young bride 
had begun to disagree. Their quarrels were 
numerous and no provocation was too petty 
to start one. Carsetens’ means wers running 
low, and about two weeks ago he took the 
single room for himeelf and his wife in the 
Brauer apartment.

“It is interesting to note that on the re- 
turn voyage to New Zealand, in latitude 64 
degrees 15 minutes south, longitude 159 de- 
grees 15 minutes east, the Terra Nova passed 
close to an iceberg which was no less than 
twenty-one geographical miles in length. 

On Feb. 2, in latitude 62 degrees 10 min- 
utes south, longitude 158 degrees east. during 
thick weather, the ship was beset with ice- 
bergs and at slow speed steamed for six miles 
along the face of one huge berg. It wae in 
a narrow channel, out of which it could not 
work owing to the close grouping of de- 
tached icebergs which ay on either hand. 

We have passed hundreds of icebergs, 
some of which from their exceptional size 
may drift to lower latitudes before disinte- 
gration and become a danger to navigation. 
Undoubtedly this is a bad year forice. The 
Terra Nova has usually found its pathway 
clear except for isolated bergs in much high- 
er latitudes. 

All the surviving members of the expedi- 
tion are in excellent health. 

“ After a month in New Zealand for refit- 
ting the Terra Nova will proceed to Cardiff, 
Leut. Pennell (commanding), Lieut. Ren- 
nick, Surgeon Levick, and Biologists Nelson 
and Lillie returning in the ship. 

“Commander Evans, Lieut. Campbell, 
Leut. Bruce, Surgeon Atkinson, Secretary 
Drake, and Messrs. Wright, Priestly, Deb- 
enham, Cherry, Garrard, and Gran will re- 
turn by mail steamer.”’

BONOLULU, Feb. 11.—Mrs. Robert F. 
Scott, traveling toward New Zealand on the 
steamship Aorangi, to meet her husband, 
probably knows tonight of his death, al- 
though the short range of the Aorangi’s 
wireless, which reaches only 300 miles, pro- 
tette her grief from the world. 

The wireless offices here have a stack of 
messages, received by cable, for Mrs. Scott, 
but all efforts to get an answer from the 
Aorangi since news of Capt. Scott's death 
was received have been unavailing. This 
does not mean, however, that the vessel's 
wireless has not picked up some of the mes- 
sages sent out. 

The Aorangi will reach New Zealand via 
Tefiti and Samoa Feb: 27, and, barring 
chance communication with some passing 
liner, no news may be received from it before 
that time. 8

The 
Boers, who were unaware of the strength, 
or, rather, weakness, of the patrol, sent an 
officer with a white flag demanding their 
surrender. 5 | ) 

Lieut. Oates sent back this laconic reply: 
We are here to fight, not to surrender.” 
The Boers eventually retired, but the last 
shot fired wounded Oatesinthethigh. Wien 
he recovered he went back to the front. 


Grieving Hearts and Open Purses. 

The committee of the British Antarctic ex- 
pedition will issue a national appeal for a 
fund to provide for the relatives of the dead 
explorers. Among those signing the appeal 
is Lord Strathccna. 

The admiralty tonight issued an official ex- 
pression of its profound regret at the loss 
of the heroic officers, saying: 

The circumstances under which Capt. 
Scott and his comrades lost their lives 
prove with what constancy and resolu- 
tion they carried out the duty for which 
they volunteered. The lords and com- 
missioners of the admiralty consider that 
their loss should be regarded as if they 
had been killed in action, and their story 
will long be remembered with ponor by 
the navy. 

Nothing has been decided as to what steps 
the government or the admiralty will take, 
but full confidence te felt that ample provi- 
sion will be made. 

The lord mayor of London has asked the 
first lord of the admiralty, Mr. Churchill, 
whether he will open a fund. Mr. Churchill's 
reply has not yet been given, but the lord 
mayor says: 

“If it should be found necessary to open a 
fund, the Mansion house will rise worthily to 
an oecasion which affects us all.“

“It is a white and not a black mourning 
we wear for these gallant souls who have 
done and dared so greatly.“ was the com- 
ment of a cabinet minister today. 

The closing words of Capt. Scott's epic 
were: 

Had we lived I should have had a Lale 
to tell of the hardihood, the endurance, and 
the courage of my companions which would 
have stirred the heart of every Englishman 
These rough notes and our dead bodies must 
tell the tale. But surely, surely a great and 
rich country like ours will see that those 
who are dependent upon us are properly 
provided for.“ 

These words have had an electric effect. 


Whole World Pays Tribute. 

The London papers publish tributes from 
the European sovereigns and explorers and 
scien#sts of all nationalities to the heroic 
devotion of the explorers and expressing 
sympathy for their families. These tributes 
are especially numerous from America. 

The general feeling expressed is that no 
honor is too great to be rendered to the dead 
heroes, and that therefore whatever is done 
by the government should not interfere with 
the spontaneous generosity of the public in 
behalf of the wives and families of those 
who sacrificed themselves in the nation’s 
honor and service.

CAUSES OF SCOTT CATASTROPHE 
ANALYZED BY CAPT. AMUNDSEN. 


Norwegian Explorer Says the British 
Party's Vitality Was Sapped by the 
Inadequate Food Supply. 


Capt. Roald Amundsen, discoverer of the 
south pole, analysed for THE TRIBUNE yes- 
terday the contributing causes of the great 
catastrophe that befell the British antarctice 
expedition under the leadership of Capt. 
Robert Falcon Scott. 

Loss of physical strength, due to lack of 
nourishment, inadequate food supply, and 
the transportation of provisions dependent 
entirely upon the men themselves, in the 
opinion of the Norwegian explorer, did more 
to sap the vitality of Scott's polar party than 
the blizzard in which the intrepid English- 
men gave up their lives for science and the 
glory ef their country. i 

Capt. Amundsen drew a vivid picture of 
the terrific blizzards that frequently rage 
with unabated fury in those desolate regions 
of snow and ice, and added: 

“TI believe the worst kind of a blizzard can 
be withstood by man. Good shelter and 
clothing and plenty of food will do wonders. 
but the poor fellows were worked out. They 
had to pull thelr own sleds carrying pro- 
visions and other equipment. In such going 
each individual has a job big enough to trans 
port himself. 

“The blizzards down there are terrific. 
They arrive without warning and when they 
do come it is the part of wisdom to craw! to 
sheltef in the tepts until the storm has sub- 
sided. The wind frequently attains the ve- 
locity of a gale and continues raging from 
four to five days ata time. 

„As means of transportation in the polar 
regions dogs are infinitely superior to ponies. 
Ponies stumble easily on both rough and 
slippery surface. Dogs seldom stumble and if 
they do they are not hurt. Large quantities 
of fodder must be transported for the sub- 
sistence of ponies. Much of the food for dogs 
is procured in the polar regions. 

Most important of all, dogs may eat each 
other and, finally the faithful dog may serve 
as food for man. It is true man may eat 
horses, but horses cannot at themselves.“

. MADERO HOLDS ON. 

Madero’s prospects brightened a little 
with the discovery that he had not escaped 
from Mexico City, but still held what of his 
forces remained loyal and was prepared to 
meet the rebels for possession of the capital. 

That leaves the issue yet to be deter- 
mined. Whoever holds the city holds the 
government. Madero with a remnant of an 
army outside the city is no better situated 
than Orozco and not so well placed as Za- 
pata. Madero inside the city has his chance 
and if the reports correctly state the number 
of troops remaining with him and the num- 
ber siding with Diaz, if Madero has brought 
up guns to counteract the advantage the 
_ possession of artillery gave the rebels, he 
may. be able to pull his administration 
through the gravest peril it has met. 

Doubt as to his courage and nerve must 
disappear from the minds of his severest 
critics as he holds to the capital in the face 
ef a rebellious army. Indecision may be 
about to cost Felix Diaz his life. He would 
not expect to escape the firing squad again if 
he were taken. 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

In the closing paragraph of the emanci- 
pation proclamation Abraham Lincoln in- 
yoked upon this act the considerate judg- 
ment of mankind” and the gracious favor 
of Almighty God. 

Looking back over the events which 80 
soon followed the signing of the proclama- 
tion, Lincoln characterised the signing of 
the anti-slavery document as “ the central 
act of my administration and the great event 
of the nineteenth century.” 

With the unerring judgment with which 
Lincoln measured others he also measured 
his own acts. There can be no other estimate 
of the abolition of slavery than that it was 
“ the great event of the nineteenth century.” 
Slavery was the moral issue of modern times. 
The abolition of slavery was the great 
moral event of the nineteenth century just 
as the founding of Christianity was the great 
moral event nineteen hundred years ago, and 
just as the handing down of the Ten Com- 
mandments was the great moral event pearly 
4,000 years back. 

In trusting himself to the judgment of 
mankind” rather than the judgment of his 
fellow countrymen only, Lincoln did not err. 
Rather was he prophetic. Like other ebam- 
pions.of a great moral idea, of a universal 
cause, and by viftme of, his humanity, Lin- 
coln does not belomg to one people only. 
He transcends race and country. He be- 
longs to mankind. 


MORE WATER WANTED. . 

The destruction of another building, the 
burning up of $100,000 worth of property 
because of lack of water in the city of Chi- 
cago, again calls melancholy attention to 
the insufficiency of our water supply. This 
insufficiency not only endangers property, 
but requires enormous private expense to 
supplement the city’s service.

‘There are no sgales to weigh the gift these 
men have given to their fellow men. Only 
we know that it is and will remain precious 


| while men have need of courage, of stead- 


fastness, of unselfish devotion, of sacriice— 
and that will be while human life on this 
planet endures. | 

Men serve mankind in infinite ways, but 
none so well as those who in the face of over- 
whelming disaster teach us how to meet the 
bitterest blows of fate erect, “ without fear 
and without reproach.” 

The last thought in Robert F. Scott's mind, 


“of those who are dependent on us.” 

The British people had raised the money 
to send the expedition into the antarctic; it 
was to the British people that Scott, dying of 
exhaustion in the blizzard, wrote his ap- 
peal, and they may wish to guard jealously 
the privilege of meeting it. . 

If there be need, or if it be desired, we 
believe there will be no national limits to 
the reach of that request. The legacy Scott 
and bis men left was to humanity. His 
appeal could not be less inclusive. 


PHARISEES AND MONEY CHANGERS. 

Mr. L. A. Pradt, the Publican of Wausau 
who is annoyed by the loud praying of the 
Pharisees of progressivism, really ought to 
take a look at the other crowd. Publican 
Pradt is in danger of becoming a man of 
wrath and rashly backing into the money 
changers, whereupon, if he do not keep one 
band on his watch and one on his wallet, 
he’ll regret that he did not look around and 
eee where he was going.

It 
is an innovation and not fh accordance with 
precedent. 

When Jules Grévy decame chief magis- 
trate of the republic he declared that it was 
impossible for him to retain as president his 
membership of the bar; first, because it was 
not fitting that he as the head of the nation 
should be subject to the council of discipline 
of the profession, and, secondly, because 
ae long as he lived in the presidential palace 
of the Elysée, which is furnished and main- 
tained by the state, he could not obey the 
strict rules, which require that members of 
the Paris bar shall live dans ses meubles,” 
that is to say, among his own furniture. This 
is to prevent them from living in furnished 
apartments, in furnished lodgings, or in ho- 
tels, the idea being to Insure that they are 
men of substance and responsibility.

It was owing to the radical measures which 
he inaugurated in 1892 and 18038 that the epi- 
demie of cholera which swept over Europe 
in those two years was virtually excluded 
from Great Britain, where in lieu of the 
customary tribute of tens of thousands of 
lives only 135 cases proved fatal. 

Prior to his elevation to the house of lords 
the late Lord Ilkeston had sat in the house 
of commons for nearly thirty years, first 
for Chester, then for the University of Lon- 
don, and afterwards for the county of Derby, 
and as chairman of the national Liberal fed- 
eration played an active part in political life. 

This did not prevent him from remaining 
tn touch with the scientific world. Im fact 
there were few British physicians and schen - 
tists more widely known abroad, and he was 
for more than three decades professor of 
physiology at the University of Cambridge. 

He was the second physician to become a 
peer, the other having been Lord Lister, the 
father of antiseptic surgery. He was par 
excellence the champion of the medical pro- 
fession in public life.

Charles Jonnart, the new minister of for- 
eign affairs in France, is a comparatively 
unknown man abroad, largely because he 
spent s0 many years in Algeria. He was gov- 
ernor general of that great dependency of 
France for an entire decade, from 1900 to 
1, resigning when his close and intimate 
friend, Aristide Briand, ceased to be prime 
minister. 

He was a great success as governor gen- 
eral of Algeria, where he had already spent 
eight years previously, from 1882 to 1890. 
as head of the department of the interior: 
that is to say, he has held office all told for 
over eighteen years in northern Africa. 

In the early nineties he was member of the 
chamber of deputies for the department of 
Pas-de-Calais and for twelve months was 
minister of public works. — 

If Arigtide Briand, who has once more 
become premier, has included him in his 
cabinet as minister of foreign affairs it is 
because he is his closest friend and in com- 
plete sympathy with his ideas. 

M. Jonnart is rich and independent, a de- 
vout Catholic, a thorough man of the world, 
married to a daughter of M. Aynard, the ex- 
tremely influentfal deputy of the department 
of the Rhone, and owns not one but several 
beautiful ch&teaux in France, his principal 
country seat being in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the Duc de Luynes’ chateau of 
Dampierre.

TART REPLY FOR HEFLIN. 


Mrs. Champ Clark, Says Friend, Shows 
Lack of Suffrage Information. 


New York, Feb. ¥1.—The long heralded 
women's suffrage hike from New York 
to Washington starts tomorrow. Sixteen 
women, with General Rosalie G. Jones in 
command, have pledged themselves, it was 
announced tonight, to walk the 280 miles. 
They hope to complete their midwinter jour- 
new in seventeen days, reaching the na- 
tional capital on March 1, in time to take 
part in the women's suffrage parade two days 
later. This is an average of sixteen miles a 
day. 

Massmectings are planned in the larger 
towns and cities en route, including Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Trenton, N. J., and Wil- 
mington, Del. One of the towns to be in- 
vaded is Princeton, N. J. Word was received 
tenight that a delegation of Princeton stu- 
dents plan to meet the army and escort it 
into town. 

Besides ‘‘ General’’ Jones, two veterans of 
the recent hike to Albany, Colonel“ 
Ida Craft and ‘‘ Surgeon General Lavinia 
Dock, will beamong the marchers.

House Body Approves Two 
Battleship Plan; Op- 


nents Start Campaign. 


BILL ASKS ~ $20,000,000; 


Economy Advocates and Sup- 
porters of Measure Issue 
Conference Calls. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11—Following the 
action of the house naval affairs committee 
today in voting to include provisions for two 
dreadnoughts in the naval appropriation bill, 
“economy. advocates on the Democratic 
side of the house met tonight to plan the fight 
against big naval appropriations. 

The committee by a vote of 14 to 7 commit- 
ted itself to the two battleship echeme, and 
the bill, when it reaches the floor, will con- 
tain an item appropriating funds to begin the 
construction of two ships. 

The failure of the economy supporters 
to secure a quorum at the caucus called last 
Saturday night has resulted in a determina- 
tion at least to bind the faction together by 
a mutual pledge. Representative Burnett of 
Alabama and Representative Sherwood of 
Ohio, who planned tonight's conference, de- 
clared they would not confine their efforte to 
opposing the two battleship scheme but 
would make a general economy campaign. 


Supporters Call a Conference. 

The supporters of the two battleship plan 
have called a conference through Represent- 
ative Curley of Massachusetts to meet 
Thureday afternoon. They will consider 
plans for retaining the committee’s recom- 
mendations in the bill. 

The two battleship men point out thet: the 
entipe appropriation for increase of the navy 
bill will amount this year to only $20 000,000 
for beginning work on two battleships, six 
destroyers, four submarines, one supply ship; 
and one transport. The battleshipe ulti- 
mately will cost about $15,000,000 each. 


Larger Navy Advocates Win. 
The adoption of thé two battleships a year 
plan comes ae the climax of a hard fight in 
which the greater navy advocates were op- 


posed by one contingent holding for no battle- 


Ships at all and another proposing a compro- 
mige on one. The house itself, of course, will 
decide the question finally when the bill comes 
up on the floor. 

Secretary Meyer and the greater navy 
men had been hopeful that three battleships 
might be gotten through in this year’s’ bill 
to make up the decrease the navy euffered in 
last year’s bill, when only one was appro- 
priated for.

The bill as passed by the senate was identi- 
cal in its provisions with the house measure, 
but when it was substituted for the Ken- 
von-Sheppard bill in the senate’ the number 
of the senate bill was allowed’ to remain on 
the passed bill. 

This, according to House Partantentarinn 
Crisp, made the measure an entirely new 
one so far as the house was concerned, and it 
was thought a special rule would be required 
to get the bill before the house again, , 

Representative Clayton of Alabama called 
the measure up under a rule permitting the 
house to, consider without reference ‘to a 
committeg any bill passed by the senate 
which is substantially the same as one that 
has been reported by a-house committee.

Let us suppose such an association existed

Need of Expert Advice Is Plain. 


From this and much else that might be said 
t is so obvious that in order to procure the 


Hest results from motor wagon investment 


the advice and codperation of experts is re- 
quired, one is puzzled to understand why 
users do not shape their course so as to miss 
none of the advantages which lie at hand. 
Even in such a worn industry as the appli- 
cation of horse drawn wagons few would care 
to take the responsibility of getting along 
without the veterinary. 

This does not imply that owners of draft 
animals must have the veterinary’s know!l- 
edge of equine structure and pathology, but 
it must be admitted that he is a handy man 
to have around the premises. In the com- 
moner manifestations of draft animal trans- 
portation it has been found that cotperative 
methods often will produce a refinement of 
practice which is quite impossible when the 
work is undertaken by individuals. Surely 
coéperative effort in motor wagon transpor- 
tation is as logical as codperative teaming. 

When American automatic machinery was 
first sent to Europe it was charged by the 
buyers that sinful exaggeration was em- 
ployed in representing the efficiency of the 
tools. For 4 long while the exporters failed 
to understand the reagon for such complaint, 
as in native expert hands the automatics 
had never proved disappointing. Becoming 
annoyed at the frequency with which the 
protests were being registered, a crew of 
skilled workmen was hurried to the scene of 
the trouble, with orders not to return until 
the output of the machines was raised to 
par. In a month a cablegram gave notice 
that the object of the long journey had been 
accomplished. The foreigners were so un- 
familiar with our machine tools that they 
were disinclined to work them to capacity. 
Instruction and example soon cured that. 

Much the same situation exists among 
motor wagon owners. They are provided 
with exceptional instruments for haulage, 
but they obtain only a partial expression of 
their economy. The remedy lies in consult- 
ing and codperating with the authors of the 
machines, who necessarily anticipate the 
most enlightened practices for employing 
them,

Members of the Chicago Woman’s Aid, 
Prominent Jewish women's organisation of 
the south side, were urged yesterday to use 
krest care in their dress, particularly when 
ron shopping or going to church. 

Miss Mary McDowell said at the meeting 
of the organization at Sinai social center 
that the downfall of many girls came from 
thelr desire to dress as other women dress, 
Without having the means to do it. She 
Soke on the minimum wage. 

“We ought to be proud of the way that 
Working girls dress, said Miss McDowell. 

On the whole they dress more sensibly than 
thf Women of wealth: Their hats are no 
Worse, the narrowness of their skirts is no 
more extreme. It isn't a bad thing that 
Working women want to drers like other 
women. 

Miss McDowell gave figures on what it 
costs some of the working girls back of the 
yerds” to live. One waitress, she said, a 
member of the union, receives $8a week. She 
figures a joss of six weeks in a year for sick- 
ness and lack of work. That would make 
Mer salary, working seven days a week, $368. 
due figured that her laundry, her lodging, 
her carfare, and her clothes came to $306.0. 

That leaves her $2.96 in a year for asnuse- 
ment, for her friends, for books, newe 
papers, extra car fare, and vacation,” said 
McDowell. “There are thousands of 
Girls in Chicago who do not get $8 a week, 
A Wort time ago I sat at à dinner beside a 
man who hires between 8,000 and 5,000 girla, 
Said he had figured that it takes $7.80 a 
Week for the bare living of the girls he em- 
ploya, not including anything for sickness 
oF amusements.

THAT ATTACHED HIS SALARY. 


Man Who Lost Position When Wage 
Assignments Were Filed Awarded 


Judgment for $500. 


A jury in Municipal Judge Hill's court today 
awarded J. J. McCormick $500 damages 
against Louis Weber & Co. 

On the witness stand McCormick testified 
that in June, 1008, he purchased $90 worth 
of general merchandise from the Weber 
company. The company accepted wage as- 
signments in payment. 

He said he went to work in 1907 for the 
Unnois Tunnel company. The Weber com- 
Pany immediately filed wage assignments 
with his employers, claiming he had not paid 
his indebtedness in full. McCormick. was 
suspended for three weeks and afterwatds 
discharged. He went to see the Webers and 
they gave him a release pending the in- 
vestigation of his claim that he had paid them 
iu full. 

In November, 1911, I*went to work for 
James E. Plow cf the White Motor Car com- 
pany,” McCormick testified. “ When the 
Weber company again served notice on my 
employer, alleging that I owed them $17.17. 
I went to see their claim agent, who refused 
to talk.” 

McCormick then filed suit. On the stand 
the defense produced sales slips purporting 
to be signed by McCormick and his wife and 
sister. The authenticity of the signatures 
to the slips was questioned.

This is what we have been doing in recent 
years. During the decade between 1900 and 
1910 the improved lands in farms dropped in 
the New England states nearly a million acres 
and those of the middle Atlantic states nearly 
one and a half millions, while in the northern 
states east of the Mississippi the increase was 
but a million and a quarter acres. This means 
a net loss in this part of the country of 67,859 
acres of cropped land. This appears to be a 
small acreage; and in comparison with the total 
acreage of the country it is small. But within 
that decade the population of the states in 
question increased more than six million, or an 
increase of over 21 per cent. It is easy to sce 
that a reduction of over 20 per cent in the com- 
parative food supply will have a material effect 
on the cost of living. It is not sufficient that 
lands have been put under cultivation at some 
distant point, for there are freights to pay, and 
even on that basis the increase tn population 
of the whole country has been much greater 
than the increase in acreage. What is needed 
low is more land under cultivation in the states 
where the bulk of the people are.
